April. 
It is based on a series of recom ­ 
m endations m ade by the Mexican- 
A m eiican commission for economic 
cooperation. 
T he 
American 
and 
M exican governm ents have agreed 
to put the recom m endation into ef­ 
fect “without delay.” 
In re tu rn for A m erican aid in 
helping to develop the industries 
and agriculture of Mexico, the Mex­ 
ican governm ent has agreed to con­ 
tinue providing the United States 
with strategic raw m aterials during 
th e war. 
Mexico also agrees to concentrate 
her industrialization program large­ 
ly in those fields of endeavor which 
will serve in peace, as well as war 
such as the electrical, steel, rubber, 
cement, chemical, textile, sugar, al­ 
cohol and pulp and paper indus­ 
tries. 
T he United 
States h as u n d e r­ 
taken to m ake available to Mexico 
the necessary supplies and equip­ 
m ent for th e development of s tr a ­ 
tegic raw m aterials during the war.
